Obama Signs Health Care Fixes 


Final bill removes 
speeial deals, boosts 
insurance assistance 

Washington 

Completing two major pieces of 
his agenda, President Obama on 
Tuesday sealed his health care 
overhaul and made the U.S. gov- 
ernment the primary lender to col- 
lege students by cutting banks out 
of the process. 

Both domestic priorities came in 
one bill, pushed through by Dem- 
ocrats in the House and Senate, 
and signed into law by a beaming 
president at a suburban commu- 
nity college. 

The new law makes a series 
of changes to the massive health 
insurance reform bill that he signed 
into law with even greater fanfare 
last week. Those fixes included 
removing some specials deals that 
had angered some Americans and 
providing more money for poor- 
er and middle-income individu- 
als and families to help them buy 
health insurance.

The health insurance industry 
has told the Obama administration 
that it won’t block efforts to fix a po- 
tentially embarrassing glitch in the 
new health care law. In a letter to 
Health and Human Services Secre- 
tary Kathleen Sebelius, the indus- 
try’s top lobbyist said insurers will 
accept new regulations to dispel un- 
certainty over a guarantee that chil- 
dren with medical problems can get 
coverage starting this year. The fine

R.I. governor warns 
of once-per-century 
flooding conditions 

Cranston, R.I. 

The second major rainstorm of the 
month pounded the Northeast on 
Tuesday, pushing rivers over their 
banks, closing roads and schools, 
and shattering at least one rain- 
fall record. 

Rhode Island Gov. Don Car- 
cieri asked residents Tuesday after- 
noon to get home by dinnertime 
to avoid traveling in what offi- 
cials expect to be the most severe 
flooding to hit the state in more 
than 100 years.

Vatican Ready to Defend Pontiff 


Church hopes to fend 
off U.S. suit seeking 
to have pope deposed 

Vatican City 

Dragged deeper than ever into the 
clerical sex abuse scandal, the Vati- 
can is launching a legal defense that 
the church hopes will shield the 
pope from a lawsuit in Kentucky 
seeking to have him deposed. 

Court documents obtained 
Tuesday by The Associated Press 
show that Vatican lawyers plan 
to argue that the pope has immu- 
nity as head of state, that Ameri- 


can bishops who oversaw abusive 
priests weren’t employees of the 
Vatican, and that a 1962 document 
is not the “smoking gun” that pro- 
vides proof of a cover-up. 

The Holy See is trying to fend 
off the first U.S. case to reach the 
stage of determining whether vic- 
tims actually have a claim against 
the Vatican itself for negligence for 
allegedly failing to alert police or 
the public about Roman Catholic 
priests who molested children. 

The case was filed in 2004 in 
Kentucky by three men who claim 
they were abused by priests and 
claim negligence by the Vatican. 
Their attorney, William McMurry, 


is seeking class-action status for the 
case, saying there are thousands of 
victims across the country.

Vatican spokesman the Rev. Feder- 
ico Lombardi on Tuesday dismissed 
calls for the pope to resign over 
abuse scandals, saying they were 
“coming from those who do not 
understand the Catholic Church." 

Vatican which has as its sole objec- 
tive to hold the Vatican account- 
able for all the priest sex abuse 
ever committed in this country,” he 


said. “There is no other defendant. 
There’s no bishop, no priest.” 

The Vatican is seeking to dis- 
miss the suit before Benedict XVI 
can be questioned or secret docu- 
ments subpoenaed. 

The preview of the legal defense 
was submitted last month in the 
U.S. District Court in Louisville.

The old Vladimir Putin is back, 
confronting a terrorist attack in 
Moscow by using the same kind of 
coarse and colorful language that 
helped him win the presidency a 
decade ago. 

A day after twin suicide bomb- 
ings in the subway that killed 39 
people, the powerful prime min- 
ister told Russians that he is cer- 
tain the masterminds of the 
attacks would be found. No one 
has claimed responsibility for the 
attacks, but the security services 
have blamed extremists from the 
North Caucasus, a predominantly 
Muslim region in southern Russia 
that includes Chechnya. 

Putin’s vow to pull terrorists 
“out of the sewer” recalled his 
famous threat to “wipe out the 
Chechen rebels in the outhouse” 
after they were blamed for a series 
of apartment building bombings 
that terrorized Moscow in 1999. 

As prime minister at the time, 
Putin sent in overwhelming mili- 
tary force to pound the region into 
submission and was elected presi- 
dent the following year. 

Monday’s subway bombings, 
carried out by two women, were 


the first terrorist attacks in Mos- 
cow in six years. 

Russia observed a day of mourn- 


ing Tuesday, with flags at half-staff 
at the Kremlin and across the vast 
country. Relatives identified the 


dead at a Moscow morgue, and 
tearful commuters placed candles 
at makeshift memorials heaped 
with carnations inside the two 
stricken subway stations in the 
city center. 

Heightened transportation secu- 
rity remained in effect across the 
capital and elsewhere. Police with 
machine guns and dogs patrolled 
subway entrances, lynn berry (ap)

A Smashing Success in Geneva

Scientists at CERN 
accomplish historic 
particle collisions 

Geneva 

Scientists have opened what prom- 
ises to be a new window on the uni- 
verse, and on the matter and energy 
it contains, with Tuesday’s record- 
breaking particle collisions at the 
European Organization for Nuclear 
Research, or CERN, in Geneva. 

At 7:06 a.m. EDT, detectors at 
the lab’s Large Hadron Collider 
recorded the accelerator’s first pro- 
ton-on-proton collisions at energy 
levels roughly 3.5 times higher than 


those in previous experiments. 

The event marks the begin- 
ning of what researchers expect to 
be a historic 18- to 24-month run. 


After that, scientists will attempt 
to drive the accelerator closer to 
its full design energy of 14 trillion 
electron volts. That energy level 


corresponds to energies present 
when the universe was only one 
ten-billionth of a second old. 

Hopes are high that the new 
proton-smashing tool can lead to 
breakthroughs in scientists’ under- 
standing of basic physics. 

“The last revolution in physics 
happened about 100 years ago,” 
says Jurgen Schukraft, a physi- 
cist and spokesman for an exper- 
iment dubbed ALICE, one of four 
major projects along the under- 
ground accelerator’s 17-mile cir- 
cumference. 

Scientists had a standard model 
of how the world worked, “but there 
was some data that did not fit,” he 
says. The outcome of attempts to 


resolve the problems: general rela- 
tivity and quantum mechanics, two 
pillars of modern science. 

Today “we are in a similar situ- 
ation. We have a standard model, 
which explains most things, but 
there are a few 
oddities. Where 
does mass come 
from? How many 
dimensions are 
there in the uni- 
verse? What is 
dark matter?” 

With the LHC 
beginning its first 
science run, “we 
could very well 
be at the verge of 
a revolution similar to the one 
100 years ago, which completely 
changed our worldview.” peter n.

Teen’s Suicide Resonates 


A Mass, girl’s death renews scrutiny of schools’ responsibility to stop bullies 


Boston 

A gay teenager in New York wins 
$50,000 from a school district that 
failed to stop taunts about his sex- 
ual orientation. The Justice Depart- 
ment investigates complaints that 
administrators ignored racial bul- 
lying in a Philadelphia school. 

And in Massachusetts, a 15-year- 
old girl hangs herself after she is 
mercilessly harassed for months 
— taunting and threats that school 
administrators knew about but did 
not stop. Now, with nine students 
charged in the bullying of Phoebe 
Prince, who hanged herself at her 
family’s home in January, questions 
have arisen about how accountable 
school officials should be for stop- 
ping bullying. 

“The questions to ask are: Did 
they follow their own rules, and did 
they keep Phoebe safe? Obviously 
not. And, did they deal effectively 
with the bullies? Obviously not,” 
said Barbara Coloroso, a nation- 
ally known anti-bullying con- 
sultant, who had been contacted 
by South Hadley school officials 
months before Phoebe’s death, after 
a young boy in nearby Springfield 
killed himself. 

Coloroso said school officials 
made mistakes by failing to stop the 
bull 3 dng and, after Phoebe hanged 
herself, by allowing at least some of 
the students involved to continue to 
attend classes and a school dance 
with no visible signs of discipline. 

Authorities say Prince, who had 
recently emigrated from Ireland, 
endured months of verbal assaults 
and threats after she briefly dated 
a popular boy.

District Attorney Elizabeth 
Scheibel said the inaction of school 
officials was troublesome but not 
criminal. 

More than 40 states have anti- 
bullying laws that generally require 
schools to adopt a set of preventive 
policies. But Clemson University’s 
Marlene Snyder said laws and poli- 
cies don’t necessarily help if schools 
don’t follow through with intensive 
training for teachers and staff 

“In defense of teachers, very few 
of them have ever had training on 
bullying prevention, much less how 
to intervene without making the 
situation worse,” she said. “Some 
people don’t understand the dra- 
matic and devastating effect that 
this kind of treatment can have 
on a child.” 

School officials had previously 
said they did not know about Phoe- 
be’s harassment before she commit- 
ted suicide. They have said some 
students accused of taking part in 
the bullying have been disciplined 
and will not return to class. 

Legal experts said it would be 
difficult to charge school officials 
criminally but said Prince’s fam- 
ily could have a cause of action in 
a wrongful-death lawsuit. 

“If the mother told more than 
one school official what was going 
on, it would come down to what she 
actually told them, and then if they 
did nothing about it and something 
bad happened as a result;that is a 
basic argument that the school was 
indifferent and could be legally lia- 
ble for what went on,” said Peter 
Hahn, a Newton attorney who spe- 
cializes in education and juvenile

The boy, described only as 
15-year-old Jacob, now goes to an- 
other school, and his father said he 
hopes other districts take note 
of what happened in the working- 
class village. 

GEORGIA: In Georgia, 
11-year-old Jaheem Herrera 
committed suicide at his 
Atlanta-area home last year after 
his parents say he was repeatedly 
tormented in school. School officials 
denied it, and an independent review 
found bullying was not a factor, but 
his family rejects that conclusion.

Ehrlich Set for Rematch 


Ex-Md. governor will 
run against O’Malley 
for the seeond time 

Baltimore, Md. 

Former Maryland governor Rob- 
ert L. Ehrlich Jr., a Republican, 
said Tuesday that he will try to 
win his job back in November, con- 
firming plans for a much-antic- 
ipated rematch with Gov. Mar- 
tin O’Malley, the Democrat who 
defeated him in a bitter contest 
four years ago. 

The announcement, planned 
Wednesday morning in Mont- 
gomery County, sets up a fight

for a second term between two of 
the state’s dominant political per- 
sonalities, both of whom are fierce 
competitors and don’t particularly 
like the other. 

The race could also go a long 
way toward determining the rel- 
evance of Republicans for years 
to come in the heavily Democrat- 
ic state.

D.C. Medical

Semenya to Return to Racing 



S. African runner 
hasn’t gotten word 
on her gender status 

Track and Field 

Caster Semenya is tired of waiting 
for track and field’s ruling body 
to release the results of her gen- 
der tests and plans to return to 
competition. 

What’s unclear is whether any 
meets will allow the world cham- 
pion to run. “I hereby publicly 
announce my return to athletics 
competitions,” Semenya said in a 
statement on Tuesday shortly after 
a meet in South Africa denied the 
19-year-old’s request to run. 

Semenya has not raced or spo- 
ken publicly since winning the 
women’s 800-meter race at the 
world championships in Berlin 
in August, when her dramatic 
improvement in times and mus- 


cular build led the International 
Association of Athletics Federa- 
tions to order gender tests. 

The lAAF is still reviewing the 
results to determine Semenya’s 
eligibility. The organization has 
refused to confirm or deny Aus- 
tralian media reports that the tests 
indicate Semenya has both male 


and female sex organs. 

Semenya has not been banned or 
suspended but said Tuesday she had 
grudgingly committed to wait while 
the lAAF determined its stance on 
her eligibility. Now, however, the 
process has gone on too long, and 
Semenya said her career and liveli- 
hood were being impacted, (ap)

Destinations 

The Philippines is known for many 
things: beautiful beaches, over- 
seas workers and the multitude of 
shoes owned by former first lady 
Imelda Marcos. 

But less known to the West 
is that the archipelago is a shop- 
per’s dream, the home of three of 
the world’s 10 largest malls. That’s 
remarkable, given that the Philip- 
pines is about the size of Arizona. 


Shopping, along with eating and 
basketball, is an important nation- 
al pasttime. Filipinos take their 
mailing so seriously that it’s prac- 
tically their only destination every 
weekend. Many of the malls in the 
metro Manila area are mini-cities, 
with supermarkets, theaters, spas 
and even skating rinks. 

Air-conditioned malls are also 
a welcome escape from the tropi- 
cal heat and humidity. 

It’s easy for English-speaking 
tourists to shop in Manila because 
the language is widely spoken. At 
flea markets, feel free to haggle.

at Greenhills, in Manila’s suburb 
of San Juan. She flew to the capi- 
tal this past winter with her fian- 
ce, a Filipino -American, as a mis- 
sionary from her church. 

“The prices are very reasonable,” 


said Lacy, who bought a freshwa- 
ter pearl necklace and earrings for 
about $30. “This would easily cost 
me double back home.” 

But it’s tougher to find bargains 
in electronics because they have to 
be imported from the U.S., Japan 
and elsewhere. 

When shopping for clothes, be 
aware that sizes tend to run small 
to fit smaller Asian frames. Cot- 
ton fabrics also tend not to be pre- 
washed, so they’ll shrink in the 
dryer. So, that souvenir for your 
teenage son — “My parents went to 
the Philippines and all I got was this 
T-shirt” — could end up as a shirt

Hoppy Time of Year for Bunny Museum 


Attractions 

It started 18 years ago with an 
endearment and a plush bunny. 

Today, Steve Lubanski and 
Candace Frazee live in the Bunny 
Museum in Pasadena, Calif, where 
they have the world’s largest rabbit 
collection, with more than 26,000 
items. Cuinness World Records 
dubbed them the largest in 1999 
when there were only 8,437 piec- 
es in the house. 


Frazee counts and catalogs the 
collection and keeps track of visi- 
tors — hovering around 16,000. 

The couple are surrounded by 
rabbits, from wallpaper to wind 
chimes. Thousands of items are 
in storage because there is no 
space left.
